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Zion Chapel Permit 


Showing complete disregard for popu- 
lation trends and advice of professional ed- 
ucators, the Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation this year is authorizing Zion Chapel 
to start a twelfth grade in the unaceredited 
high school that has been under organiza- 
tion in that community for the past two 
years. We have stated before that the rural 
population of the county is decreasing and 
that a survey by the state Department of 
Mducation did not recommend starting a 
high school at Zion Chapel or New Hope, 
Rather, the survey stated students in the 
LOth, 11th and 12th grades be sent to high 
schools already organized. Zion Chapel 
Should send its students to Elba, according 
to the survey made by the state department. 

In the face of this, the county school 
board continues with its “experiment.” So 
the people of the county may know the 
folly of this poliey, we are going to give 
the enrollment figures for Zion Chapel last 
year. Average daily attendance upon which 
teacher assignment is based was 240,15 for 
/ grades one through eleven, Of these, 117.39 
| were in grades one through six; 88.04 in 
the 7th, 8th and 9th and the great big total 
of 39.72 in the 10th and 11th grades, Fur- 
| ther broken down, the figures showed 21.60 
average daily attendance in the 10th grade 
and 18.2 in the eleventh. There were 23 en- 
rolled in the 10th grade and 20 in the 11th, 

For the purpose of this editorial, we 
are going to say that this fall 23 students 
| will enroll in the tenth grade at Zion Cha- 
pel. The 23 that were in the 10th will not 
drop out and advance to the 11th and the 
20 in the 11th will stay for their senior 
year. Here you have a possible enrollment 
of 66, give or take a few either way. For 
this large student body, the Coffee County 
Board of Education thinks it is a good idea 
to establish a high school, even though it 
is unaccredited. 

No money is available to equip a com- 
mercial course with typewriters or a phy- 
sics and science lab with necessary equip- 
ment. So the Board of Education is permit- 
ting the people in that community to work 
and raise money for this equipment. Yet 
there is not one chance in a thousand that 
the school will ever be accredited. After the 
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state department of education runs a sur- 
vey in &# community and recommends no 
high school, they seldom if ever recognize 
one established over their veto, 

People in Zion Chapel community, who 
are wonderful in their support of their 
school, are being permitted to break their 
back on a hopeless cause, 

An average daily attendance of 240 
students gives Zion Chapel no more than 
nine teachers, allowing one for every 30 
pupils as the te docs. Yet according to 
reliable reports, Zion Chapel is supposed to 
have 12 instructors assigned there this fall, 
ff this is so, and it probably is, we can 
hardly wait to see the irate delegations 
lrom schools like Mt, Pleasant, Noiks in 
that community want anothor teacher so 
badly they are starting a fund to hire one 
if the county doesn’t, Wait until they verify 
the faet Zion Chapel is getting three extra 
instructors, Imagine the explosion that will 
occur, j 

Then how do the folks in New Brock- 
ton feel about the high schools starting at 
Zion Chapel and New Hope. Are they going 
to sit idly by while their student body is 
siphoned away? A good deal of the high 
school enrollment for New Brockton comes 
from the territory surrounding New Hope. 
New Brockton undoubtedly has been weak- 
ened by loss of 10th graders last year and 
10th and 11th graders this year to New 
Hope. Patrons of New Brockton school 
should be fighting establishment of these 
high schools as hard ag they can, 

To try to support two more high 
schools in Coffee County with the limited 
number of students and restricted funds 
available is the heigth of folly. 

Yet the Board of Education persists in 
carrying on its experiment to the detriment 
of the entire county school system and es- 
pecially to the detriment of the students 
attending classes at these unaccredited 
schools, Anyone can see that it would be 
impossible to give a student body of 66 
facilities comparable to those provided for 
a student body of 300. The students attend- 
ing unaceredited high schools at Zion Cha- 
pel and New Hope are the ones being short 
changed.

Zion Chapel and New Hope will have the 
facts available to them about the import-
